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REMARKS 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the courtesies extended to Applicant's representatives 
during the interview held on October 12, 2006. During the interview applicants proposed 
amending independent claims 1 and 29 to specify that the total concentration of talc in the 
polyester film is 2.17 wt.% or less based upon total weight of the film . The Examiner agreed 
that such an amendment would overcome the obviousness rejections based on Minami. 

Claims 1, 7-13, 17-29, 35-41 and 45-56 stand rejected under 35 USC 103(a) on Minami 
in view of Murschall '352 or Murschall fi 754. Claims 10 and 38 stand rejected under 35 USC 
103(a) on Minami in view of Murschall '352 or Murschall ; 754 and further in view of Edwards. 
Claims 17-19 arid 45-47 have been cancelled, making the rejection of these claims moot. The 
rejections involving claims 1, 7-13, 20-29, 35-41 and 48-56 are respectfully traversed. 

In accordance with the discussion held during the interview, applicants have amended 
independent claims 1 and 29 to specify that the total concentration of talc in the polyester film 
is 2.17 wt.% or less based upon total weight of the film . This amendment is supported by 
Examples 1-4 and 6-9, which are summarized in Table 1 on page 18 of the specification. All 
of these Examples utilized a total talc filler content in the polyester film of 2.17 wt.% or less 
based upon total weight of the film as claimed. As recognized by the Examiner during the 
interview, Minami fails to disclose a film with this claimed total talc content. In addition, 
Murschall '352, Murschall '754 and Edwards fails to provide a film with the claimed talc content 
(please note that these references are not cited by the Examiner for this purpose). Accordingly, 
since none of the cited references disclose a multi-layer translucent polyester film with the 
claimed talc content, the rejections of claims 1, 7-13, 20-29, 35-41 and 48-56, should be 
reversed.
